Residents Hear 


Sewage Survey 


Results

Approxim ately 66 adults w ere present for an inform al 
public m eeting in Arlington in the Lion’s Club building 
W ednesday night. The purpose of the m eeting was to 
discuss a recent survey that had been conducted on the 
E ast side of Arlington concerning sew age and w here it is 
going. 
Rush County Sanitarian J'm Evans conducted the 
m eeting as he was accom panied by Dana Davis, Rush 
County H ealth D epartm ent, and Bill Uhl of the Indiana 
State Board of Health. The area of concern is the west 
bank of the Little Blue River which is on the east side of 
Arlington. 
E vans explained that the H ealth Dept, in the Rush 
County Court House had received a signed com plaint 
concerning w aste being spilled into the river. E vans took 
a sam ple of the w ater in the Little Blue and sent the 
sam ple to the Indiana State Board of Health to be tested. 
It should be explained at this point that the fecal coliform 
count in w ater in a river should be 0. The fecal coliform 
count is the am ount of anim al and hum an w aste in the 
w ater. Since there are few anim als in the area, it can be 
concluded that m ost of the w aste in the w ater is hum an 
waste. 
Evans stated that an identical test was taken in Milroy 
in the p ast and the count w as 100,000. The results from the 
S tate Board of H ealth show the Arlington count to be 
610,000. E vans stated that the Arlington count is the 
largest count he has seen since he started as sanitarian 
four years ago. 
The Sanitation departm ent then set up a survey area in 
the Parkview Subdivision which is located on the east side 
of Arlington. There a re 19 hom es in the subdivision and all 
19 plus Jones F ertilizer w as tested with a dye test. The dye 
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test is one in which dye is put into the sink and toilet as a 
powder and the dye comes out a very obvious green 
colored liquid w herever the individual’s septic tank 
em pties. If the sanitarians can ’t find the dye, it is 
assum ed that the sew age system has a finger system 
which m eets the minimum requirem ents of the county 
sewage laws. 
Of the 20 places that were dye tested, 17 of the 20 w ere in 
violation. Fourteen of the 17 w ere dum ping into the river. 
Considering that there are approxim ately 120 to 130 
homes in Arlington, the possibilities of m ore violations 
are very great. 


E vans stated that there are four reasons for the 
problem s in the Parkview Subdivision. The whole town of 
Arlington sits on a type of soil known as Miami-Crosbey. 
M iami-Crosbey is a clay soil which is a poor soil for finger 
system s for septic tanks. Parkview has this type of soil 
also. Also, the septic tanks in the subdivision are buried 
very deep. The contour of the land hinders the ef­ 
fectiveness of a finger system and E vans stated that the 
people in the addition use m ore than the average am ount 
of w ater. 
There a re two solutions for the citizens in Arlington. A 
possibility is for every one to put in a finger system . 
However, E vans believes that the septic tanks and finger 
system s would not be very effective after a few years 
because of the type of soil. 
A nother possibility, which brought much discussion, 
was a M unicipal Sewage T reatm ent P lant. The treatm ent 
plant involves m any things including money, Evans 
explained. E vans also stated that if the community 
decides on the sew age system , dye-testing will cease 
There a re four steps that the people in Arlington must 
follow in order to get the wheels started for the system . 


F irst of all, a board m ust be form ed by the township 
trustee and advisory board The board that is m ade up by 
the advisory board and trustee then m ust put a petition 
together concerning the rules for the town. Questions such 
as who can hook up to the system , m ust everyone hook up 
and who will be able to hook up w ere questions m entioned 
at the m eeting and all of the questions will be answ ered 
when the petition is draw n up. A fter the petition is com ­ 
pleted and ready, a public hearing will be conducted by 
the State board of Health and if the people of Arlington 
object to the petition, the state will decide on the final 
outcome and they will strike the system before anything 
else takes place. 


Sieco Corporation ran a survey in Arlington and the 
corporation figured that the total cost for a sew age 
system would be $955,000 Of the total cost, 85 per cent of 
the total is available through federal funds for the eligible 
portion of the project. The eligible portion of the project is 
determ ined by the governm ent, but the m axim um 
am ount of money that is funded would be 85 per cent. 
Actually, 75 per cent comes from the federal governm ent 
and IO percent comes from the state. The people in 
Arlington would be responsible for the last 15 per cent. 
For Arlington alone, the cost per person, if everyone in 
town would hook up to the system , would be ap ­ 
proximately $8 per month The m ore people hooked up, 
the cheaper the monthly cost. The possibilities of H om er 
and M anilla also becoming p art of the system are very 
real The W alker Township trustee w as present a t the 
meeting and he stated that M anilla is w aiting for 
Arlington to decide, because M anilla wants to take p a rt. If 
Manilla, Hom er and Arlington are in the m unicipal

The Rushville City Council has asked for and 
received one of the m ost finest plans for the building 
of a civic center and m unicipal building. The only 
problem is that of funding - it is com pletelv out of 
their hands and the entire projects rest on the 
decision of those in W ashington in charge of the 
Public Works Bill. 


The council has initiated a com plex that would be 
unm atched 
in the southern 
Indiana area. 
Tne 
buildings would incorporate the m ost beakful ar* 
chetecture seen in this area. It s plans and designs 
have been m ade so th a t it will continue to serve the 
citizens of Rushville and Rush County for m any years 
to com e 
The foresight and planning of the council should be 
com m ended, although this is not som ething that has 
taken place over night. Plans have been m ade on just 
this type of stru ctu re for y ears and finally it has com e 
to at least the planning stages. 


The $4 3 million figure represents a giant share of 
the Public Works money allocated for the state of 
Indiana, yet the Public Works Bill was initiated to 
create jobs to help curb unem ploym ent. And, should 
this project be accepted, the Public Works Bill will 
have done it s job in Rush County. M aintenance and 
supervisory help needed to run such an operation 
would indeed create jobs for people of the county, and 
once the building is finished, the im m ense use would 
justify such a m aintenance. 


T here is no questioning the fact the city needs a new 
m unicipal building The one the city police, m ayor, 
city clerk-treasurer, and city court now operates 
from is in bad shape The city hopes that even if the 
Public Works m oney is not available for 
the 
m unicipal building, they can somehow com e up with 
the funds, they already have som e m oney set aside, to 
build such a building. Hopefully, the Public Works 
will see fit to fund both projects The benefit to the 
com m unity would be enorm ous.

Secret Storage

NEW YORK (UPI) — The Swiss have 
their secret numbered bank accounts but 
American 
business 
has 
developed 
a 
counterpart — secret storage vaults for 
filmed and taped records and some other 
\aluable comm ercial artifacts. 
These vaults are 
“ impervious 
to 
the 
prying eyes of the Internal Revenue Service, 
the CIA and spies of com petitors,” says Art 
Lanm an. m anager of the vaults of Bekins 
Archival Service in New York, 
Bekins has been in the storage business 
since 1891 and got into motion picture film 
storage for m ajor studios in Hollywood in 
the early 1920s 
A lot of companies store 
filmed, taped and paper records, some in 
underground 
vaults. 
But 
Lawrence 
A. 
W ensheimer, vice president and general 
m anager, said Bekins' .secret vault service 
is unique. 


The 
exact 
locations 
of 
its 
v a u l t 
warehouses in Los Angeles, New York, San 
Francisco, Oakland and San Diego are kept 
secret. 


The 
walk-in vaults have a 
three-unit 
security alarm system , sm oke ionization 
detectors and a 
Halon 
gas suppression 
autom atic 
fire 
extinguishing 
s y s t e m 
developed by DuPont The police, of course, 
know where the vaults are and the alarm 
system s 
are 
connected 
to 
p o l i c e 
comm unication networks but nobody knows 
the nam es of the vault 
holders except 
Bekins. 


The secrets are kept by "the most highly 
paid file clerks in the United States,” said 
W ensheimer. 
Quick access 
to 
s t o r e d 
information is often vital to custom ers 
Nevertheless, the vault holder calling a 
Bekins file clerk for some information from 
his own vault has to go through quite a 
coded conversational routine before he gets 
it 
All stored items have coded location 
num bers The time it takes to get access to 


the records is from a few minutes to a full 
day depending on what arrangem ents have 
been m ade. Nobody is allowed inside the 
vaults except bonded Bekins employees. 
Custom ers include every kind of business, 
but some of the most valuable products 
stored are the m asters and negatives of 
famous feature films, the old Mary Pickford 
films for exam ple. It's necessary to store 
m aster and negative in different locations, 
otherw ise an accident in one vault could lose 
the picture forever. 


Bekins also stores a lot of early kinescope 
TV shows, which cannot be duplicated by 
any process. "Both old movie and kinescope 
film have to be kept in an environment of 
carefully 
controlled 
tem perature 
a n d 
hum idity,” W ensheimer explanted. “They 
also are quite flam m able because of the 
high silver nitrate content." 
Plastic com puter 
tape 
also 
is 
highly 
flam m able and the stored data on the tape 
is .subject to accidental erasure Much of it 
also is a prim e target for thieves if they can 
find it. 


Not all the data stored in Bekins' secret 
vaults is strictly com m ercial. A great deal 
of vital evidence in both crim inal and civil 
court 
cases is stored 
So are valuable 
pathological 
specim ens used 
in 
medical 
research, blueprints of as yet unpatented 
inventions, secret form ulas, i m p o r t a n t 
receipts and checks and other things of 
strategic or artistic value 


W ensheimer 
said 
the 
business 
h a s 
m ushroom ed in recent years partly because 
of 
the 
world-wide 
growth 
of 
industrial 
espionage — "Industry stopped showing off 
its brain children in plate glass windows and 
began protecting its technological gem s." 


He said it has reached the point now 
where one of the first questions securities 
analysts ask in sizing up a business is 
"W here do you store your records'*”

No doubt this reference is first of all 
descriptive of their physical state, with the 
fact of sexual desire established from the 
beginning as a Divine perm itted experience 
within the sacred institution of m arriage.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Something is 
happening in China. Again. 
For 
A m ericans,

upheaval can be alm ost as bewildering as 
the proverbial Chinese fire drill. T hat’s 
because 
we 
must 
rely 
on 
information 
extracted from wall posters in Peking and 
Shanghai and relayed to us by veteran China 
w atchers in Hong Kong. 
Chinese 
wall 
posters 
tend 
to 
lose 
something in translation. 
N evertheless, I have been able to piece 
together what I think is a fairly complete 
picture of what is going on. 
H ere’s a 
svnopsis that will bring you up to date: 


Events leading up to the present situation 
began 
when 
Teng 
Hsiao ping, 
powerful 
conservative leader, becam e involved in the 
so-called G ate of Heavenly Peace scandal 
It 
was 
charged 
that 
Teng’s 
agents 
attem pted to use the gate as a listening post 
to spy on radical leaders. Although Teng 
denied any personal involvement, he was 
forced out of the government. 


Radicals contended that Hua was unfit to 
succeed 
Mao 
Tsetung 
as 
China's 
big 
enchilada, pointing out he had never been 
elected to national office But Hua grabbed 
Mao's position anyway, thus touching off a 
power struggle with radical elem ents led by 
Chang Chungchiao, a form er south China 
rice farm er. 


Public opinion posters at that tim e showed 
that Chang was the favorite to succeed Mao. 
But then in an interview published on a 
Shanghai wall poster, Chang confessed that 
he had once looked with lust on M ao’s 
widow, the form er actress Chiang Ching. 
Additionally, Chang m ade the m istake of 
including Mao's nam e on a wall poster on 
which 
he 
accused 
Teng 
of 
lying 
and 
cheating. 
Although 
Chang 
later 
apologized 
to 
M adame Mao, the dam age was done. 
The next public opinion posters showed 
that 
Hua had pulled alm ost even 
with 
Chang. Now it was H ua’s turn to blunder. 
In a Peking wall poster, Hua twice denied 
that the island of Taiwan was dom inated by 
Chinese Nationalists. 
Chang prom ptly put up a poster pointing 
out that Taiwan was occupied by troops of 
the late Nationalist leader Chiang Kai-shek. 
Whereupon Hua was obliged to put up 
another poster apologizing for his 
first 
poster. 
Hua 
was 
further 
em barrassed 
by 
a 
Shanghai wall poster quoting one of his 
deputies, Li Hsien-nien, as having told an 
ethnic joke insulting to Inner Mongolians. 
Still another setback cam e when H ua’s top 
m ilitary com m ander, Chen Hsi-lien, was 
quoted in a Peking wall poster as asserting 
that North Korea, China's closest ally, was 
m ore of a burden than an asset 
And there the m atter stands

New Federal Law

compensation as a result of a new federal 
law. 
Officials 
of 
the 
Indiana 
Employm ent 
Security Division and the State 
Budget 
Agency already have started work trying to 
evaluate 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
new 
law 
extending jobless benefits to m any state and 
local governm ental workers, i n c l u d i n g 
police, firem en and school employes and 
also increasing the tax on em ployers. 
Nationally, the extension is believed to 
cover about eight million a d d i t i o n a l 
employ es but neither Donald E Land, chief 
of tax adm inistration for the 1ESD, nor 
Budget Director John Huie was sure how 
many of these are in Indiana 
"It is easier to talk about 
who isn’t 
covered than who is," Land said "Elected 
officials are excluded Then about all that 
are left uncovered are some agricultural 
and domestic workers .” 
The new law includes farm ers or farm 
corporations that hire IO or m ore employes 
for 20 weeks or have a $20,000 payroll for 
any 
one 
quarter, 
and 
also 
includes 
employers of dom estic workers who have a 
payroll of $1,000 a quarter 
"Several 
states 
have 
covered 
their 
governm ental 
employes 
voluntarily 
but 
Indiana has not," Land explained. "W e have 
not projected what the impact will be It is 
on a reim bursable basis, and is effective in 
1978 It is still in the planning stage By 1977 


we hope to be geared up, and have our 
changed form s ready." 
He said the most im m ediate problem is to 
draft changes in state law for presentation 
to the 1977 Indiana legislature. "We have to 
prepare revisions in the law to be ready for 
1978,” he explained "E ach state will need to 
conform to the changes in the law " 


Land said that a1) political subdivisions of 
governm ent — cities and towns, townships 
and counties — are brought under the new 
law as well as state employes. 


Hum said no specific dollar amounts have 
been determ ined for inclusion in the state 
state budget to cover the additional costs the - 
state m ust pay as an employer "but we 
don’t feel it will be a m ajor increase most 
years " 
"M ost people leave slate government and 
go to work for somebody else,” Hum said. 
'i t could be m ore in years when there is a 
change of adm inistration " 
He 
said 
the state 
would 
not 
pay 
a 
percentage of its payroll in the sam e way 
that a private em ployer does but picks up 
the amount of paym ents 
"T h en is some 
discussion now if adm inistrative costs will 
be paid by the state or by the federal 
governm ent," he added 
la»nd said there are m any unanswered 
questions about how the new law will apply. 
For exam ple, he said a teacher with a 
continuing contract m ay not be eligible He 
said there also might be a question about 
other school employes such as clerks, bus 
drivers and cooks, who are hired only for 
school months.

Democratic nominee for attor 
ney general. 
Mrs 
McCarty, 
who

widow, said she plans to seek 
repeal or major amendment of 
the law. 
She told an Indianapolis news 
conference and later a three- 
county Democratic meeting in 
Salem 
Tuesday 
night 
that 
“ because most husbands prede­ 
cease their wives, the problems 
caused by Indiana inheritance 
tax usually fall on women.” 
She said the state law fails to 
recognize that the wife often 
has been a major contributor to 
the property and bank accounts 
acquired in the hushnnd’ft name 
during a marriage and she is 
required to pay state inheri­ 
tance tax on them 
“ at 
the 
worst time in her life ” 
She said a "solution” deve­ 
loped by some law yers and 
bankers to get around this by 
leaving all of the husbands 
property to the wife in a life 
estate “ is not only a slap in the 
face to all women but a real 
handicap to the women whose 
property 
is tied up in 
this 
manner.” 
“ Money left to charities is not 
taxed by the state of Indiana,”

“ A man 
may feed and cloth other men’s 


wives and educate other men’s 
children after his death, tax­ 
free, but if he provides for his 
own, 
the 
greedy 
hand 
of 
Indiana reaches in for a share 
of the property husband and 
wife provided for the fam ily.”

Every year we find it necessary to explain to new 
readers - and to new letterw riter that every undefeated 
football team just doesn’t belong among the nation’s top 
ten or twenty teams. 
In the Harmon system, a team's rating is based on its 
power quotient, not on games won and lost. Each of the 
more than 640 football teams that we follow receives an 
adjusted rating each week This explains why Texas Tech 
or Pittsburgh, for example, could be sixth one week, tenth 
the next, etc. Although a team remains undefeated, its 
power quotient fluctuates from week to week depending 
on performance. 
As a result, weekly performance and calibre of com­ 
petition 
can 
prevent 
some 
unbeaten 
teams 
from 
establishing a strong enough power quotient to be rated 
very high. Undefeated Maryland, until its decisive 30-3 
win over Duke last week, is an exam ple In spite of their 
won-lost record, their very average performances against 
weaker teams has kept them no higher than 15th in our 
ratings week after week. 
Also, as in the case of Missouri, it goes without saying 
that a team can be a two or three-time loser and be ranked 
very high in oui- elite group 
Based on their power 
quotient, Missouri would rate as a favorite over 95 percent 
of the major teams in the country. 
So - it s just our way of mathematically speculating or 
the relative power of college football teams. We can be as 
wrong as anyone (and W eare- 25 percent of the tim e), but 
we feel ifs as reliable a system as any in determining 
winners and losers 
Undefeated Michigan and the twice-beaten Gophers of 
Minnesota meet Saturday in the annual battle for the 
Little Brown Jug This ex-Gopher would like to forecast a 
big upset, but the Wolverines are just too powerful, 
Michigan over Minnesota by 31 points 
We’re still sorting out the tea leaves on the big one in 
Texas between the Longhorns and Texas Tech. Their 
identical power quotients make this appear to be a real 
cliff-hanger Read the forecast please! 
Pitt’ll beat Syrcuse by 27, and Florida is favored by ll 
over Auburn.

With holiday m eals ahead, now would be a good tim e to think 
* through food preparation procedure so it will be a very happy 
J and healthy occasion Some fam ily traditions m ay contribute to 
contam inated food such as nibbling on leftovers all afternoon. 
' 
A m ajor concern should be keeping food cold or hot enough to 
* prevent the grow th and spread of harm ful bacteria. Consider 
the num ber of guests, the m enu and the quantities of food. Be 
sure there is adequate refrigerator space, heating units and hot 
serving aids on hand to m aintain correct tem peratures. 
Extend cold storage by cleaning out the refrigerator, use or 
discard leftovers and, if necessary, have a neighbor keep non- 
party needs tem porarily Insulated picnic ham pers and cold 
chests, packed with ice, can keep foods cold for several hours. 
Perishable foods should not be allowed to stand at room 
tem perature for long periods of tim e, in som e instances no more 
than two hours These include cream pies, cream ed vegetables, 
seafoods and dishes m ade with eggs, m eat and poultry For 
exam ple, a favorite m eal m ay include roast beef with pan 
drippings. If not served correctly, it can be a perfect medium 
for bacteria to grow and develop! The inside of the m eat should 
be hot. Heat the pan drippings to the boiling point before ser­ 
ving Don’t let the m eat stand at room tem p eratu re m ore than 
two h o u rs, refrigerate leftovers prom ptly. If gravy or drippings 
are kept for a second meal, boil them a few m inutes before 
serving. 
S anitary food handling is of equal im portance. Wash hands, 
utensils, countertops and cutting boards with sudsy w ater 
before and after working with food, especially raw m eat or 
poultry. Salm onella bacteria m ay spread when these item s are 
prepared in conjunction with other foods. F or instance, if a knife 
* is used to cut raw m eat, then used for chopping salad 
vegetables, the knife, hands and cutting boards should be 
w ashed thoroughly in suds If this is not done, the bacteria from 
the m eat would transfer a team of Salm onellae to the 
vegetables, though bacteria on the m eat would be destroyed in 
cooking 
C ertain precautions are advisable in preparing a holiday 
turkey. The larger the bird, the longer it takes to defrost. It can 
be thaw ed in the refrigerator 
If it m ust be thaw ed more 
quickly, seal in a w ater-tight plastic bag and im m erse in cold 
w ater Defrosting a t room tem perature invites possible bacteria 
growth 
Cook thoroughly and at one tim e Never partially cook poultry 
with the idea of finishing later B acteria m ay survive. Stuffing is 
especially vulnerable to bacteria grow th It is safest cooked 
separately. However, if it is cooked in the turkey cavity, be sure 
cooking is com plete. Also, prepare the m ixture and stuff the 
turkey just before putting into the oven—never the night before. 
If using com m ercially frozen stuffed poultry, do not defrost 
before baking 
Plan a preparation tim etable beginning with foods that can be 
cooked well in advance and frozen, those that can be 
refrigerator-stored for a day or so, to dishes which can be made 
the day of the dinner 
The sam e keep-hot-keep-cold rules apply for a buffet meal. 
Yet, it is likely that food will be served over a longer tim e span 
so m ake arrangem ents for m axim um safety Display quantities 
that will be eaten readily—replenish from refrigerator or range- 
oven, as needed

greatest benefit to the nations. 
The Sahel is the region of West 
Africa just below the Sahara. It 
includes 
six 
nations: 
M a u rita n ia , 
Senegal, 
M ali, 
Upper Volta, Niger and Chad 
“ This area is just recovering 
from prolonged drought, lasting 
from 
1969-1974. 
Of the six 
nations, five are among the 
poorest of the poor in the world. 
The drought has focused in­ 
ternational 
attention 
on

a rea , and the internatio n al 
co m m u n ity 
is 
showing 
its 


concern by making increasing

available

m ent,’' Morris said. 


“ A m ajor problem is our lack
